In the Year 1620, the Poles were engag'd The Poles 
in.a War againſt the Turks, fomented, as was in War 
ſuppoyd, by Betblew Coker Prince of Tranſ3l- ork

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vania, for which the Turks afterwards en- 
deavour'd to baniſh that Prince for fiding 
with the Poles. In the Year following the 
Turks march d with their whole Forces againſt 
Poland, but were met by the Poles near Chocim 
under the Command of Prince Uladi/laus, 
who with an Army of about 65000 Men, 
repuls'd above 392000 Turks commanded by 
their Emperor Oſman in Perſon, The Turks 
attempted three times to force the Poliſh 
Camp, but were as often beat back with 
Loſs. Nevertheleſs in the mean time the 
Poles - ſufter'd extremely for want of Am- 
munition and Proviſions, and beſides were 
mightily weakened by Sickneſs and a huge 
Mortality among -their Horſes. Notwith- 
ſtanding all this, at length the Turkiſh Em- 
peror was ford to ſtrike up an honourable 
Peace with them after having loſt about 60000 
Men in the ſeveral -Attacks he made upon 
their Camp, and a greater number in hits 
March back to Conſtantinople. 

In the mean time Guſtavus Adolphus falling

Adolphus. ont any great Reſiſtance; and all the reſt 


of that Country except Dunneburgh was con- 
quer'd likewiſe by the Swedes in the Year

of the Poles, who-in a Battle fought near

It lies in the 
midſt of ſeveral little Hills environ'd with 
a ſtrong double Wall, and a very deep Ditch, 
The City it ſelf, it muſt be confeſs'd, is but 
ſmall, yet nevertheleſs exceeding beautiful and 
well-built, its Edifices being for the moſt part 
of Free-ſtone. Among the publick Structures, 
the moſt conſiderable is the Caſtle rais'd upon 
a (mall Eminence between the Rivers Yartg 
and Proſna. It is generally provided with all 
forts of Ammunition, and wants for neither 
Strength nor Beauty. The reſt of the Pub. 
lick Edifices may juſtly claim the like Charac- 
ter, tho the moſt ſtately lie on the other ſide 
the River Yarta in the Suburbs, which arevery 
large. Here is the Cathedral Church with a 
College of Prebends, and the Biſhop's Palace 
ſituate among the Marſhes. This Pile of 
Building is commonly calPd Yaliſovia, and 
built ſo ſtrong, that like the Town, it is able 
to withſtand a Siege. Fobn Zubranſciu, a 
Biſhop of this See, founded here a College 
to be viſited by that of Cracow, and whuch 
was afterwards very much augmented and 
beantify'd by Adam Conarius his Succeſſor, and 
farther enrich'd by one Roſraſevius with, ſeve- 
ral noble Gifts: $o that now the Jeſuits 
have a College in the City, where Learning 
is greatly encourag'd, Yet this alſo in the 
Suburbs does not want#or noble Youth, who 
daily flock thither to be inſtrufted by the 
Lectures 'of' Mathematicks and Law. Theſc 
Suburbs-are all ſurrounded by a Moraſs and 4 


great Lake. They are frequently laid under

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water by the overflowing of the Yarta, inſo- 
T much that ſometimes with the neighbouring 
villages for ſeveral Miles together , *the 
tops of the Houſes are only to be ſeen.

Now the firit 
ſtep tothis Method, is a good Inſight by Chymical
